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ARCTIC AIRMEN 
LONG OVERDUE 


Alaska “Mercy Pilot” Opens 
Search For Soviet Fliers; 
Plane Down, It Is Feared 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska (IP)—A rescue 
plane piloted by Joe Crosson, famed 
“mercy flier” of the far north, took 
off today to search for six Russians a 
day overdue on a_ transpolar flight 
from Moscow. 

The searching plane carried five 
men. It roared away to the north 
after the anchorage radio station of 
the U. S. signal corps intercepted the 
first message from the plane in 28 
hours. 

Because one of the Russian ship’s 
four motors stopped running when the 
plane was in the polar area and its 
gasoline supply was sufficient for not 
more than 40 hours in the air, it was 
feared the giant monoplane was down 
on the Arctic ice. 


Anchorage heard the Russian plane 
at 4:44 a. m. local time (6:44 a. m. 
PST) saying, “No bearings—having 
trouble with—wave band.” The sig- 
nals on 9080 kilocycles, were weak. 


The message revived hope for the 
Russian crew, headed by Sigismund 
Levanevsky, “hero of the Soviet 
Union.” Nothing had been heard from 
the ship since the Nome signal corps 
station intercepted. A message at 2:43 
a.m. PST Friday. 

Pilot Levanevsky last reported to 
Moscow at 5:35 a. m. PST Friday that 
one of the four motors had quit run- 
ning three hours earlier and the plane 
was flying though unbroken clouds.

SAN FRANCISCO (lP—With the 
world’s population increasing at the 
rate of about 20,000,000 annually, Dr. 
Victor E. Levine, professor of biologi- 
cal chemistry at Creighton University, 
Omaha, has taken the task of ascer- 
taining whether the Aleutian Islands 
can ever be populated with people 
coming from temperate climates.
